Men that ſee it ſhall | ſay, This hath God done; for they 
ſhall. perceive that it is His Work, And certainly, there 
dan ſcarce be a greater Inſtance of his extraordinary 
Interpoſition, than turning the Bent of Popular Mad- 
neſs, New modelling 2 whole Nation, lng reſtoring 
a Conſtitution aſter it has been, once entirel deſtroy d. 
To call ſuch Order out of ſuch i ion, is like 
Creating the World out of Chaos; but with God nothing is 
Difficult, as well as nothing impoſſible. According to 
the Meaſures of Human Probability, how little Pro- 
ſpect had the Jews of it, when They were in Babylon? 
Their Chiefs and Princes were in Captivity, and their 
Government utterly overturn d. They that hated them 
were perfectly Lords over them; The Anointed of the 
Lord, che Breath of their Noſtrils, was not only talen 
in their Pits, but with this Progeny dy d in Captivity ; 
by which their Hopes were almoſt as much extinct, as 
if He had been really the Breath o their Noſtrils. So 
that a Reſtoration to them, was a kind of eee 
from che Dead; for to that, at leaſt, we ma properly 
compare it, if not to A Creation, which I before-men- 
tion d. And thus, indeed, it is compar'd by God 
Himſelf, in char Viſion of Ezekel, Nee he BY:
